Government’s Forecaster Says St. 
Louis Is Doomed to Short Season 
of Record Temperature 


MERCURY FALLS 50 DEGREES 


Sudden Change Follows the Rainfall 
and Will Be Accompanied 
| by Snow. 


The coldest weather of the season, and 
perhaps the coldest of any season for this 
date, is expected to reach St. Louls Sat- 
urday night. Official Forecaster Bowie 
predicts that the thermometer will regis- 
ter zero or lower, and that the minimum 
temperature will last over Sunday.

Frees above zero Saturday morning, the

a drop of 50 degrees or more by far the 
greatest that has occurred this season. 

Au unusual feature of this cold wave— 
Which has advanced to a point of seeming 
ce tainty—is that it was accurately pre-

had its origin, had developed to a point to 
warrant an official forecast. 

The first intensely cold wave of the sea- 
gon had its origin in a low in southern 
Wyoming Friday morning.

A SOLITARY VOTE

WASHINGTON, Dee. 12.—Chicago has been selected as the place for holding 


the next National Republican Convention. 
Chicago 43, Pittsburg 7, St. Louis 1. 
The committee fixed June 21, 1904, at 12 o’clock, as the time for the meeting 


he declared deserved consideration. 

Former Representative Nathan Frank, 
chairman of the St. Louis convention com- 
mittee, sald St. Louls tendered a formal 
invitation for the convention. The city had 
demonstrated in the past how it @ould care 
for the convention guests and was prepared 
to continue the record. 

Walter B. Stevens, secretary of the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition, made an ad- 
dress devoted almost wholly to the coming 
Exposition. He gave statistics to show 
what hed heen expended for the Exposi- 
tion, also what had to be done for the Fair 
visitors in the way of hotel accommoda- 
tions. Mr. Stevens said that all the states 
and territories and islands of the United 
States would participate as well as the 
foreign nations and colonies. Mr, Stevens 
urged the location of the convention in St. 
Louis from a political standpoint. 

Senator Penrose responded to the call of 
Pennsylvania in behalf of Pitcsburg. “ 

“They are here with the entrance fee, 


he declared. and they make no disguise / 


about it. It is $100,000, and if that is not 
enough they are willing to make it $500,- 
000. 


Amid laughter he declared it would 
greatly stimulaté the majorities in Penn- 
sylvania to have the convention go to Pitts- 
burg. He concluded by introducing Rep- 
resentative John Dalzell, who also spoke 
fur Pittsburg.

GIRLS SECRET 


Attempted Suicide Burned in 
Police Station. 


CHLOROFORM ATTEMPT FAILS 


Young Woman Out of Work Discour- 
aged by Robbery in Which 
She Lost Money. 


Among the glowing coals in the huge 
stove that heats the Carr street police sta- 
tion were buried the secret of the cause 
for the attempt at suicide made by a beau- 
tiful girl who gives the name of Fay Del- 
mar and admits that it is not her real 
name, 

The secret was hidden in a huge pack- 
age of letters and a gold band engagement 
ring which she tossed into the fire when the 
desk sergeant’s back was turned for a mo- 
ment. 

The ring, rendered almost shapeless by 
the heat, was recovered, but nothing could 
be learned from it. The letters were re- 
duced to shapeless ashes and whisked up 
the stove before any scrap of them could 
be recovered. 

The girl, a tall, slender brunette, 17 years 
old, will tell nothing, save that she left 
home when a stepmother came into her 
house; that she failed to get work here; 


that she was robbed Sunday night, and 
that, with no money, no friends and no 
employment, she tried to chloroform her- 
self in her room on the night that marked 
the end of the time for which she had 
paid in advance. : 
„ had an old woman buy the chloroform 
for me,” she said, “I told her I had the 
toothache, and she got 10 cents’ worth.

She wore a handsome black skirt, 
a velvet waist, a long black coat 
and a gray hat, which she said was not 
hers. he said her hat had been stolen.

The weather throughout the northern 
part of the country west of the Mississippi 
river is intensely cold, with snow in front 
of the east-bound cold wave. There is 
rain in the East, and clear weather back of 
the cold wave in the west. The conditions 
in the south are practically unchanged 
from Friday.

Louisville & Nashville Railroad, carrying 
120 passeng’ cs, and 4 freight train of the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
road, collided with terrific force at Third 
street and St. Clair avenue, East St. Louis, 
at 7:40 o'clock Saturday morning. 

The accident meant life or death to the 
engine crews. Without a moment's deliber- 
ation the engineers and firemen jumped 
from their cabs to the ground. 

The mail car attached to the passenger 
train was telescoped and the three clerks, 
Russell McCormick of Nashville, Tenn., W. 
Spickard and H. Wagenthal of Nashville, 
III., clung to the sides of the car as it top- 
pled down a 20-foot embankment. 

Spickard and McCormick received cuts 
on the face, but otherwise the mall clerks 
escaped uninjured. 

In jumping from his engine Clarence 
Shaw, fireman on the passenger train, was 
painfully bruised about the face and body. 
The engines are almost a total wreck, the 
collision piling them one upon the other. 
All of the passengers were badly shaken 
up and some of them were thrown in a 
heap to the floor. The women screamed 
their fright and for a few moments the 
strongest nerves gave way.

NO BRIBERY, NO FRUITS. : 

In view of the Butler decision by the supreme court the city 
authorities are justified, not only in seeking to nullify the gar- 
bage contracts, but in suing to recover all the money paid out 
to the St. Louis Sanitary Co. and the Excelsior Hauling Co. 
under the contracts. 

The supreme court would certainly sustain the city in the 
contention that, despite the fact that the work was actually 
done and the money paid, yet the ordinance being unconstitu- 
tional the work was not legally done; therefore, in the eyes of 
the law no work was done and the money was wrongfully paid. 

It might even be set up that the Wells administration was 
not legally elected and, therefore, all its acts being illegal acts, 
were not acts at all and are void within the purview of the 
court. a 

Having found that bribery committed in connection with an 
unconstitutional ordinanée which, however, is in full force, and 
an official who was not at the moment invested with the power 
to do the act which he subsequently did, was not bribery the 
court would have no difficulty in proving that work, although 
actually performed under an unconstitutional ordinance, was 
not done and should not be paid for.

TWO KINDS OF BREAD. 


Valuable Recipes for the Housewife 
by a Well-Known Authority. 
Mrs. Elizabeth O. Hiller, in the House- 
keeper, gives the following delicious 

recipes, among others: 


MILK BREAD—Put 2 cups scalded milk, 
or freshly boiled water, in a mixing bowl, 
or bread raiser, add 2 tablespoons sugar, 
14% teaspoons salt, and when the liquid is 
reduced to lukewarm temperature add 1 
ressed yeast cake dissolved in % 
cup lukewarm water, with a wooden 
batter beater, mix in sufficient flour to 
make a stiff dough—from 6 to 7 cups. Toss 
dcugh on a well-floured board and knead 
until smooth and elastic; set to rise in a 
temperature of 68 to 70 degrees Fahren- 
heit. When dough has doubled its bulk 
cut down and knead slightly without re- 
moving it from the bowl, let rise again, 
doubling its bulk, knead and shape into 
loaves, let rise in buttered pans, putting 
a pound of dough in each loaf and two 
small loaves in each pan; brush between 
the loaves with melted butter and bake in 
an oven the initial heat of which will 
one teaspoon of flour a delicate brown 
in five minutes. The temperature of the 
oven should be from 360 to 400 degrees 


n 


Fahrenheit, and bread should bake in 
from 45 minutes to one hour, accord- 
ing to the size of the loaves. It should 
finish rising in the oven the first fifteen 
minutes, begin to brown the second fifteen 
minutes, finish browning, baking and 
leave the sides of the pan the last fif- 
teen minutes. Reduce the heat of the 
oven the last fifteen minutes. Remove 
bread from pans to bread cooler and let 
cool; if a crisp crust is desired let bread 
cool uncovered, if a tender crust, cover 
while cooling. A very delicious’ bread may 
be made from this same recipe by using 
half white flour and half entire wheat 
flour, or by using entire wheat flour only. 

BOSTON BROWN BREAD—One cup 
each of rye meal, yellow corn meal, Gra- 
ham or entire wheat flour, 1 teaspoon salt, 
2% teaspoons soda, & cup molasses, 2 cups 
thick sour milk or 1% cups sweet milk 
or water. Mix and sift the dry ingred- 
lents all together, add molasses and milk, 
stir until thoroughly mixed, turn into but- 
tered molds, filling them three-quarters 
full and steam two and one-half to three 
hours, according to size of molds. The 
covers should be buttered and tied on 
securely before placing them in the kettle 
to steam. When done remove string and 
covers and place mold in a moderate oven 
five minutes to dry moisture from sur- 


face.
